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MUMBAI IS ONE CRAZY CITY — 
AND THIS LOCAL BOY IS REALLY 
GETTING IN ON THE ACTION

I'm peering into a dirty broken mirror, doing 
my best to shave with a borrowed razor and 
an old bar of soap. I’m trying to hurry but still 
keep my coveralls and reflective vest clean 

A young production assistant sticks his head 
into the damp bathroom. 

“Let's go,” he says. “You're needed on set.” 

I've barely been in India for two days and 
already I’m slowing down a major Bollywood 
production. 

I can only laugh — what the hell have I gotten 
myself into? 

For starters, my girlfriend and I left our fro- 
zen home in Edmonton on January 11 to back- 
pack India and Southeast Asia. 

Reactions from family and friends ranged 
from admiration to confusion to concern. Why 
on earth, the concerned and confused would 
ask, would you feel the need to go to India? 

To be honest, I was asking myself the same 
question the moment we stepped out of the 
Mumbai airport. 

Armed with only a hotel address and a head 
full of advice and warnings, we hopped into 
a tiny four-door propane-banger of a cab and 
dived headfirst into India. 

Nothing could have prepared me for that taxi 
ride. 

Our driver barreled through the pre-dawn 
traffic like Andretti going for pole, passing 
auto-rickshaws and cargo trucks with only 
inches to spare as pedestrians casually strolled 
through six lanes of seemingly lawless traffic. 
The cab had no seatbelts, side mirrors, or sig- 
nal lights — it used only well-timed horn blasts 
to thread through the narrow streets. 

My travel-haggard eyes could make little 
sense of the surroundings as we zipped past. 

First, I see a whole family living in squalor by 
the street, burning trash to stay warm as packs 
of fat wild dogs dig through piles of garbage. 
Next, an ultra-modern high-rise apartment 
complex looms with a brand-new two-tone 
Rolls Royce parked outside, flanked by sleek 
Mercedes Benz sedans. 

Mumbai is a full-on assault of the senses — 
the smog, the poverty, the constant honking 
and shouting, the smells (not always nice), and 
the sticky heat. I wouldn't recommend it for 
migraine sufferers. 

After an hour in the taxi, with the last 15 min- 
utes spent going in circles, it became obvious 
that our driver was lost. He spoke no English

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Uh oh 

I’ve never felt that my life was more in some- 
body's hands than in that taxi. The cabbie 
could've dumped us in any back alley, which 
would have totally validated the warnings | 
heard about how wild and dangerous Mumbai 
is. 

We drove around a block of crumbling of- 
fice buildings and auto-repair shops. In the 
pre-dawn the city looked like it was rebuilding 
after a war, with piles of rubble and bamboo. 
scaffolding spider-webbed around half-built 
apartments — in the dark it looked almost post- 
apocalyptic. 

But we were close. After flagging down an 
English-speaking driver who sorted out our 
directions, we finally found our hotel. Af- 
ter sincerely thanking our cabbie, I promptly 
passed out in our room after 30-odd hours of 
airplanes, airports, and the wildest cab-ride of 
my life. 





Mumbai in the daylight is a totally different 
animal, bustling with staggering amounts of 
life and activity. 

The biggest city in India — and just barely 
behind Shanghai, China as the most popu- 
lous city in the world — Mumbai is the capital 
of the Western province of Maharashtra. The 
population is listed as somewhere between 14 
and 17 million people with an average density 
of around 23,000 people per square kilometer 
(Edmonton's is just over 1,000). 

So take every person and vehicle you see in 
Edmonton, multiply them by two dozen, and 
then subtract every traffic law — you'll start to 


get the feeling.

Seriously, just crossing the street is a battle 
The trick is to get into a pack of people (prefer 
ably not tourists) and cross when they cross 
Because in Mumbai, things like crosswalks and 
street signs either don't exist or are merely sug- 
gestions 

And then there’s the commerce 

I started to feel like there was an ATM sign 
lit over my head the way the touts were trying 
to get money out of me. | explained to a persis- 
tent bongo salesman that 1 simply didn’t have 
room in my backpack to carry a two-foot drum 
around for four months. He countered by pull- 
ing a palm sized mini-bongo out of his pack. 

“See,” he said. “It's no problenir. 

Touts will sell you everything from-giant bal- 
loons to holy blessings (with a 100 rupee dona- 
tion to the temple, of course). 

And really, who can blame them? The aver- 
age Mumbaiker earns about $1000 Canadian 
annually, which is three times the national av- 
erage. k 
A popular local way to earn money in Mum- 
bai seems to be selling amazing food for dirt 
cheap. Sidewalks teem with stalls selling deli- 
cious street food. You can get a samosa or a 
chai tea for five rupees, which is about a dime 
Canadian. : 

My god, the food. It's a vegetarian'’s para- 
dise. Carefully spiced curries, bhel puri, dosas, 
paneer, thalis, and the curious hybrid that is 
“Indian-Chinese.” Even McDonald’s is here, 
playing by Hindu rules (no beef), . offering 
McAloo Tikki burgers and the Chicken Maha- 
raja Mac. 

Feeling random, | ordered paneer shashlik, 
which turned out to be French fries, gravy, rice, 
Indian tofu, and vegetables served on a sizzling

A one-hour ferry-ride east of the city brings 
you to the ancient Elephanta Caves, home of 
the towering ancl otherworldly-serene three 
headed bust of Shiva, believed to be anywhere 
from 1300 to 1600 years old.

As we wandered through the twisting tourist 
hub of Colaba, we were approached by Julia, a 
lily-white young German blonde in MC Ham- 
mer-style parachute pants. 

“Excuse me,” she asked. “But would you like 
to be in a Bollywood movie?” 

Umm...yes? 

Julia explained that she works for a cast- 
ing agency that recruits “foreign models” to 
be movie extras. Internationals, she said, add 
some foreign flair to crowd scenes and big 
dance numbers. 

Bollywood - a play on Hollywood and Bom- 
bay, Mumbai's name until 1995 — is big busi- 
ness, producing around 900 Hindi-language 
films a year, twice as much as Hollywood 

So that's how | found myself on the set of 
Tezz - which seems to be a remake of Speed, 
only the bomb is on a London tube-train, not 
a bus, and starring Anil Kapoor (the host in 
Slumdog Millionaire). 

My girlfriend and the other foreign extras 
are on the bomb-train, while I, in my worker’s 
coveralls and hardhat, am trying to get them 
across to my train to safety using a ladder and 
some rope. At least that's what I gathered. 

It's my big moment. Fan machines blast wind 
in my face and the replica train is rocked by 
two guys jumping on springy boards. 

“Action!” 

I toss the ladder across, and then the rope! 

“Cut!” 

We repeat variations of the scene for the next 
nine hours. But that’s Bollywood, | guess. 

On the bus ride back to our hotel I chat with 
a fellow extra named Karin, a 25-year-old from 
the Ukraine travelling India for two weeks. 

“Mumbai,” she said, “Is a special city.” 

Special, in her limited English, could’ve 
meant anything from beautiful, exciting, to 
completely insane. Either way, she'd be right.

herself under intense scrutiny while 
attempting to cross the border for a 
speaking engagement at a Vancouver 
library last year. Border guards want- 
ed to know the purpose of her visit, 
and when she told them she was giv- 
ing a talk, they demanded to know 
what she would be talking about. Af- 
ter giving a rundown of her topics — 
health care, the wars in Iraq and Af- 
ghanistan, the economic meltdown 
— the guards asked if she was plan- 
ning on talking about the upcoming 
Vancouver Olympic games 
“I was completely confused,” re 

calls Goodman, on the phone from 
New York 


told them not until now was I going 


“I’m not a sports fan ... I 


to talk about the Olympics.” 

The guards went through her car, 
notebooks, and her computer. After 
being held for three hours, she was 
allowed to go, but warned she had to 
leave the country within 48 hours. 

Clashes with authority are noth- 
ing new to Goodman, 53, a multi- 
ple-award winning journalist, best 
selling author and thorn in the side 
of the government/business estab- 
lishment. In 1991, she was beaten by 
Indonesian soldiers while covering 
the East Timor independence move- 
ment, In 2008 she was arrested at 
the Republican National Conven- 
tion. So a few hours with Canadian 
border guards might seem fairly mild 
by comparison, but the incident still 
rankles — and puzzles — Goodman. 

“As a journalist, going through peo- 
ple’s notes and compromising sourc- 
she says,

es is just not acceptable,” 


With no sensitive Olympics to 
worry about, Goodman doesn't ex- 
pect any problems getting to Edmon- 
ton this weekend. She's in town for a 
speech as part of the library's Free- 
dom to Read events. Her talk will in- 
clude the role of independent media 
in a time of war and rebellions, and 
with history being written in Egypt 
and much of the Middle East in tur- 


moil, the topic couldn't be timelier. 

Goodman's definition of indepen- 
dent media is one that is “corporate 
free”, supported by listeners, viewers 
or readers. That would be the very 
definition of Democracy Now!, the 
daily radio program she hosts that is 
heard on more than 900 radio sta- 
tions, including U of A student radio 
CJSR, Mondays at 5 p.m. 

In the U.S. there are hundreds of 
cable channels, but they are run by a 
handful of owners. 

“We're in a period of media con- 
solidations that very much shapes 
what we learn about the world. De- 
mocracy Now! is very different; it's a 
daily, grassroots, unembeded, inter- 
national investigative news hour. 

“We follow the basic tenants of 
good journalism — we're indepen- 
dent, and we're holding those in 
power accountable.” 

Her new book, Breaking the Sound 
Barrier, is a collection of columns 
she has written for the Democracy 
Now! website about people and orga- 
nizations who think outside the box, 
or “outside the Fox”, as she quotes 
one protest sign she saw. 

While the uprising in Egypt caught 
much of the media by surprise, 
Goodman is proud to say Democracy 
Now! has been speaking to people 


“on the ground” in Egypt for years. 

Goodman uses the term “on the 
ground” a lot, referring to an almost 
old-fashioned way of newsgathering 
that has been largely usurped by the 
media parroting the official line from 
government or industry. 

Goodman clearly knows her stuff. 
In discussing the genesis of the 
Egyptian revolution, she effortlessly 
cites names, places and events that 
led to the uprising. What she doesn’t 
know is when “the magic moment 
will come” that leads to a democratic 
revolution. 

But with daring protests in Iraq, 
Yemen, Tunisia, Algeria, and Syria, 
“this is a pivotal moment in history, 
and it could well go beyond the Mid- 
dle East.” 

A basic tenant of journalism is to 
“follow the money”, 
says if you follow the billions that the 
U.S. poured into Egypt to give Hosni 
Mubarek “ much 
of it actually went to American mili- 
tary-industrial complex partners like 
Boeing, Lockheed-Martin and Gen- 
eral Dynamics.

Goodman sees an increasing “hun 
ger for independent media and voic 
es, not filtered through the know 
nothing pundits we get so often on 
the networks. 

“I think, ultimately, information 
is power, and the media can be th 


\greatest force for peace in the world 


if it is not being used to beat the 
drums for war.” 
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WHO WILL PROTECT THE CARIBOU? 





In Alberta, whenever there's a showdown 
between science and government/industry, 
science tends comes out on the losing side. 

The latest example involves the status of 
woodland caribou. A University of Alberta 
biologist, Stan Boutin, says there is no doubt 
that the declining number of caribou quali- 
fies the majestic beast to be elevated to en- 
dangered status, which would put the onus 
on the government to take action to save 
the species. But it's up to a government- 
appointed body called the Endangered 
Species Conservation Committee (ESCC) to 
make the recommendation to the govern- 
ment on classifications, and the committee 
wants the caribou remain at the less-serious 
designation of threatened. What scientific 
evidence did the committee see that led to 
its decision? We may never know; the report 
from the ESCC's science committee, which 
recommended the endangered designation, 
has not been released. Nor has any other 


information that the committee might 
have weighed in making their decision been 
released. 

Of interest as well is the makeup of the 
ESCC committee. Along with representatives | 
from wildlife and conservation groups, there 
is heavy representation from forest product, 
petroleum and beef producing industries, 
According to the Alberta Wilderness Asso- 
ciation, one of the main reasons for the de- 
cline in the caribou is the encroachment of 
motorized vehicles (from the forest product, 
petroleum and beef producing industries, 
perhaps?) into caribou habitat. 

The final call on the caribou designa- 
tion belongs to blustering to Sustainable 
Resource Minister Mel Knight. This does not 
bode well for the caribou. | 

The U of A's Boutin says the caribou are 
disappearing so quickly they could be gone 
ina decade, Pity. But industry must be 
served. |

Tee video fly-throughs careening and 
tilting through impossible perspec- 
tives, we glide over utopias free from 
advertising billboards, chain restau- 





rants and the homeless! We're know- 
ing seagulls, soaring above echoed 
angles of former landing strips and 
nodding to our perfect family about 
the shape-rhymes. The hungry ar- 
chitects and planners are at their 
slick work. A creative team in pur- 
suit of hundreds — even thousands 
— of millions of dollars can dream 
that useless wedge of Edmonton we 
once called the Gateway to the North 
into being Tomorrow City. Now hav- 
ing said that, | would happily see any 
of the five finalist firms’ LEGO’d 
onto our city. The revitalization of 
the airport lands, which so many 
spent so much to stop, shovels in by 
2013. And even the most pedantic 
attempts to turn the former runways 
into a Vancouver waterfront is at 
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Afghanistan's 





least worth discussing. 

So why not start there, with the 
Perkins + Will proposal, which like 
its sister offers are currently on flea- 
market display in the bright angles of 
city hall. Their idea includes a pizza- 
slice park with its own waterfront, 
a park on the west, a promenade to 
patrol and the unmistakable scent of 
Douglas Coupland’s City of Glass, 
Vancouver. Their buildings lay in 
mini quads that almost spell words 
from above, and there is artwork 
of hopeful public gardens. It is, in 
effect, a transplant, or at the very 
least a tribute to the coastal city’s 
newness, without capturing its hid- 
den heart of rust and musky wood- 
carving. Its condo familiarity didn’t 
move me as much as the European 
and American proposals, but being 
safe and Canadian will move those 
less adventurous on council to vote 
for it. The hill is a great idea, skating, 
too — but may I never hear the word 
“agrihood” again. 

London's Foster + Partners scheme 
left me a little underwhelmed, past- 
ing clip art from existing spaces, then 
slapping Zellers and Tim Horton's 
coffee logos. | admire the weight of 
green and water diagonally aimed 
through their five neighbourhoods, 
and they seemed to be the most 
aware we have. “seasons.”, But the 
covered winter pedway reminded me 
of the arena proposal and the cheap- 
est parts of Las Vegas. It’s relatively 
cramped and boxy, and simply didn’t 
glow with concept like the others. 





KCAP from the Netherlands is 
better at the details, dissecting the 
kinds of building would stack in each 
of their five boroughs. Space domes 
aside, this one feels the most like 
Edmonton, which you could argue 
is a drawback, especially in terms 
of grouping types of densities away 
from each other. Like F+P, they cut 
the space across with a diagonal 
park. I think there are more interest- 
ing ways to handle this. 

For example, in my favourite what 
I would call “realistic” proposal, by 
Sweco International AB. The three 
best ideas of any of these proposals 
are found in this Swedish company’s 
bid: a circular waterway, a bridge 
connecting over the barrier tracks to 
the north side and the level of mod- 
ern sustainability details found in 
their individual, house plans, down to 
backdoor recycling centres and urine 
separation. | also love the look of the 
whole thing, including the subtler 
echoes of the river valley and old 
runways. If you could skate around

the entire loop, this neighbourhood 
would be one of the city’s great recre- 
ation assets because of this alone. Of 
the five, Sweco's thinking and inno- 
vation made me feel like the future 
was possible — down to their oddly 
amazing central-vacuum collection 
of garbage on a neighbourhood scale 
My vote, hands down. 

Finally, the most beautiful from a 
sci-fi stance, BNIM’s series of slop- 
ing, closed rectangles out of Marble 
Madness. Covered in green roofs 
and solar panels, | just love the look 
of this, creating an almost under- 
ground city, carved into foam core 
But all those rooftop lawns would | 
be useless in the winter — and this 
is Edmonton, after all, where no 
such spaces would be allowed with- 
out endless handrails and warnings 
Also, who is that seedy looking porn 
star in shades and a moustache walk- 
ing away with that kid in the Ghost- 
busters shirt? Run away, kid! That's 
not your dad!

Age: 50 

Background: Longtime PC MLA 
and cabinet minister. 

Assets: Only candidate with rural 
roots, which didn’t do €d Stelmach 
any harm. Not some Johnny-come- 
lately to PCs: dad was MP and MLA, 
two uncles were MPs. Lots of gov- 
ernment experience, and as advanced 
education minister has been able to 
wear the ‘progressive’ banner. Men- 
tioned ‘disenfranchised’ in his first 
campaign speech. Speech was writ- 
ten on his iPad, showing cool factor. 
De facto Edmonton/central Alberta 
candidate, in that he’s the MLA for 
Spruce Grove-Sturgeon-St. Albert. 

Liabilities: Guy who was born into 
the PC party hardly seems like the 
agent of change the party so desper- 
ately needs. Elite Calgarians will ob- 
ject to anyone from central Alberta 
with a farm background running the 
province (again).

Tiger Mom Seems A Little Unbalanced 








When I was about five or six-years- 
old my mom volunteered at a nearby 
soup kitchen. I remember watch- 
ing her peel potatoes while I played 
with a puzzle on the floor. A nun 
with crinkly eyes and a warm laugh 
served me chicken soup, and chatted 
easily with my mom. 

More than two decades later, it’s a 
vivid and happy memory for me. I 
can still taste the celery and the thin, 
salty chicken broth. I still remember 
how happy the older nun was for 
both the company and the help. 

Although I’m sure she never 
thought of it in these terms, my 
mom's idea of community and the 
importance of helping others had a 
huge impact on my personality and 
career. Even during my teenaged 
years when I left the church, dyed 
my hair blue, and moved out of the 
house early, I still carried those val- 
ues with me. 

Since becoming a mom myself, 
I've thought a lot about my parent- 
ing style. Happily, my little guy is still 
toddling around the house in footie 
pajamas, so I still have a lot of time 
to think about it. 

Amy Chua's Battle Hymn of the 
Tiger Mother has shown me what | 


don't want. The Yale University law 
professor's prose is plain but the eas 
ily digestible 229 pages make up for 
it in shock value — throwing her kid 
out in the snow, engaging in shout- 
ing matches, and calling her daugh- 
ters garbage are just a few of the 
choice moments. Her concentration 
on strict parenting has caused a me- 
dia storm, and although Chua does 
grow on you a bit by the end of the 
book, most of the criticism is well 
deserved. 

Tiger Mother chronicles how Chua 
raises her two girls, Sophia and Lulu, 
from babyhood to the teenaged years. 
Pursuing what she calls “Chinese 
parenting” Chua spends most of her 
time drilling the girls at the piano 
and violin, driving them to and from 
various prestigious music teachers, 
and setting up events to show off 
their talents. It's an unnecessarily 
hard life, as Chua says herself 

“There is no rest for the Chinese 
mother, no time to recharge, no pos- 
sibility of flying off with friends for 
a few days of mud springs in Califor- 
nia.” 

Since I have little experience with 
children over the age of one, per- 
haps I shouldn't criticize, but I can't 
imagine establishing Chua's kind of 
family life personally. Indeed, I’ve 
promised myself not to become a 
chauffeur. I hate the idea of spend- 
ing all my precious family time in a 
car, driving from one appointment to 
the next. Chua doesn’t seem to enjoy 
it either. At one point she spends an 
entire day with her daughter Lulu, 
between the car and the classroom, 
without talking to her. 

Lulu eventually rebels, cutting off 
her hair and insisting she wants to 





quit the violin. However, the young 
girl is still remarkably disciplined and 
high achieving. Rather than quitting 
the violin outright, she simply eases 
up on practice time and takes up ten- 
nis lessons instead. 

Therein lies the value of Chua's 
parenting style. Discipline and a good 
work ethic will get anyone far in life, 
and | give Chua credit for that 

Still, she’s a remarkably hard task- 
master, and seemingly very cold to- 
wards her daughters. Even I can see 
the gaps in her children’s lives. With- 
out sleep overs and school plays, 
crafts and play dates, 1 don’t know 
how ‘her: daughters will learn the 
social skills needed in the modern 
workplace. I dread their first years in 
college 

Chua justifies her style by point- 
ing to the successes of hard working 
immigrants, but I refuse to call what 
Chua practices “Chinese parenting.” 
With her constant monitoring of her 
daughters, Chua seems more like a 
western hover-parent on overdrive

Indulgence Has A Price

By the time I reached my early twen- 
ties, [had taken many doses of antibi- 
otics, indiscriminately over-indulged 
in alcohol, and was quite ignorant 
about the foundations of a healthy 
diet.

. Gruyere profiteroles, Sicilian rice 
balls with wild mushrooms, and a gi- 
ant dessert station.” 

Perhaps that's what most offends 
me. Chua presents her way as the 
ideal parenting model, but it’s only 
possible on a very high income. For 
all her idealization of new immi- 
grants and their ability to sacrifice in 
order to give their children a better 
life, she doesn’t seem to realize that 
there are families that sacrifice in 
order to put food on their table, not 
hire Mandarin-speaking 
Do Sophia and Lulu have any idea 
of this? Given their highly scheduled 
lives, I very much doubt it.

For Chua, life is about competi- 
tion. There is no moral centre, and 
no emotional life lessons. Chua says 
herself she's always had a hard time 
enjoying herself. That's a sad legacy 
from any parent.

There are three important com- 
ponents to any candida-cleansing 
regime. First, you must starve the 
bacteria by not feeding it the things 
upon which it thrives and that al- 
lows it to propagate. Candida LOVES 
sugar! This means that all products 
containing sugar have to go. 

For the cleanse, eliminate fruits 
that provide natural sugar, coloured 
vegetables such as carrots, tomatoes, 
beets and bell peppers, root veg- 
etables such as potatoes, parsnips, 
yams, rutabagas and sweet potatoes. 

Further, it is also recommended 
to eliminate breads (as they contain 
yeast), anything fermented such 
as sauerkraut, soy sauce, vinegar, 
cheese;-anything pickled and alcohol. 
The exception to this rule is plain, 
unsweetened yogurt that provides 
beneficial bacteria that will help to 
re-populate the system with posi- 
tive bacterial strains. Carbohydrates 
must be drastically limited as they 
convert to sugar in the body. 

Peanuts and peanut butter must 
also be avoided as they have a high 
propensity for mould, as well as 
mushrooms since they are fungus. 

The second component of the 
program is to kill harmful bacteria 
through the application of herbs.

Supplements that are used to re- 
establish a healthy bacterial balance 
within the body are called probiotics. 
Probiotics contain strains of healthy 
bacteria that are naturally occurring 
within the human digestive tract and 
that impart positive attributes to 
one's overall health.

STRAIGHT DOPE CECIL ADAMS 

IF I WERE AN EVIL GENIUS, 
HOW COULD I GO ABOUT 
MELTING THE ICE CAPS? 





A friend and I were watching some 
old James Bond movies and ‘talking 
about their grandiose evil plans (as 


opposed to the mediocre evil plans of. 


more recent movies). The conversa- 


| tion turned to melting the polar ice 
| caps and flooding much of the world. 


His idea was to use a solar reflector; 
mine was to use nuclear weapons. 
Since neither of us knows any evil 
geniuses, we decided to consult a be- 
nevolent genius. So Cecil, how would 
you melt the polar ice caps if you 
snapped and decided to drown the 
Teeming Millions? —Miguel Valde- 
spino 

Hmm, tough one. I came up with 
five scenarios, but I’m not sure any 
of them would work. 

The thing to realize is the magni- 
tude of what we're trying to accom- 
plish. According to the U.S. Geologi- 
cal Survey, there are 33 million cubic 
kilometers of ice in the polar regions. 
This is grounded ice, sitting on land 
or the sea floor in or near Antarctica 
and Greenland. There's also float- 
ing ice, such as that covering the 
North Pole for part of the year. But 
the USGS rightly ignores this, since 
(a) the ocean level won't rise when it 
melts (floating ice displaces a volume 
of water equal to its weight — think 
about it), and (b) relatively speaking, 
floating ice is a drop in the planetary 
bucket. 

Just as well — we'll have our mit- 
tens full with the grounded stuff. 
Assuming an average polar ice tem- 
perature of -5.6C, melting it all will 
take 11.3 yottajoules of energy, How 
much is that? Well, yotta is the big- 
gest metric prefix we've got — it 
means “add 24 zeros.” Annual world 


energy consumption is something 


like 500 quintillion joules. Multiply 
that by about 22,000 and you've got 
11.3 yottajoules, which is — I have to 
say this — a lotta joules. 

How to deliver it? At the earth’s 
distance from the sun we receive 
about 1.4 kilowatts of solar energy 
per square meter, half of which 
makes it through the atmosphere to 
the surface. (I'll ignore atmospheric 
heating.) So theoretically we could 
position giant mirrors in space to 
reflect sunlight onto the poles and 
melt the ice. Problem: to get the job 
done in a mere 20 years, our bank 
of mirrors will need to be roughly 
the size of North America. Then, 
too, it'll be nearly impossible to keep 
the mirrors aimed properly, and the 
melting ice will create sun-blocking 
cloud cover, slowing the process. So 
maybe Operation Space Mirrors isn’t 
our best bet. 

What about the nuclear option? 
Estimates of the total world nuclear 
arsenal vary, but a reasonable guess 
is a combined yield from all nuclear 
weapons of 5,000 megatons. Even 
assuming we could pump all the blast 
energy into the ice and not have any 
of it leak away, it'd still be less than a 
hundredth of what we need. 

Fossil fuels, then? Good luck — 
those 11.3 yottajoules are more than a 
thousand times the energy contained 
in the entire world’s proved oil re- 
serves (and that’s assuming we can 
‘convert the energy to heat with 100 
per cent efficiency). Throw in all the 
globe's coal and natural gas and, once 
again, we still don’t get to even one 
percent of what's required. 

OK, Plan D. What if we live out 
one of Mick Jagger's few unfulfilled 
fantasies and paint it black — that is, 
all the ice and snow? It'll soak up a 
lot more solar energy that way, but 
now our melt time will be around 


equired 





750 years. 

Maybe we can do better. See how 
this grabs you. We come up with a 
process that traps energy in the at- 
mosphere rather than letting it radi- 
ate away, perhaps involving an ac- 
cumulation of gases such as carbon 
dioxide or methane that would be 
transparent to incoming solar radia- 
tion but a barrier to surface heat. Sort 
of a, you know, greenhouse effect. 

The beauty of this scheme, as evil 
plans go, is that once the heat built 
up to a certain point, cascading 
events would likely take you the rest 
of the way. As the temperature rose, 
melting ice would release additional 
carbon dioxide and methane trapped 
within it, accelerating the warming 
trend. Thawing permafrost would 
release still more CO2, and if the 
oceans got toasty enough you could 
end up with a major release of fro- 
zen methane lying on the seabed, a 
process that’s thought to have been 
a cause of the Great Permian Extinc- 
tion. Evil plans don’t get much more 
grandiose than that.. 

The problem from a cinematic 
standpoint is that. no one genius, 
however evil, could pull this stunt 
off. The only way to generate enough 
CO2 would be combustion on a stag- 
gering scale — you'd need to enlist 
the bulk of the earth’s population 
in a decades-long campaign to burn 
through a significant fraction of the 
planet's organic materials. Even if 
the plan were technically feasible — 
and I’m sure many in the evil genius 
guild would scoff — nobody would 
buy it as. a movie premise. Everybody 
pitches in to melt the ice caps? Come 
on, you think we're all fools?

TUMBLEWEEDS SERVES UP 
GOOD EATS ON THE CHEAP 





TUMBLEWEEDS TEXAS AND LATIN GRILL

Relief alit in my mailbox this week 
in the form of a flyer from Tumble- 
weeds, a self-described Texas and 
Latin Grill in the advertising perim- 
eter of which I apparently reside. 

The mercury, you'll no doubt re- 
member, plummeted abruptly last 
week after a soft 'n’ mushy weekend 
as a chapping, pestering wind arrived 
to probe our optimistically loosened 
winter armour for chinks. It had me 
in less than optimal spirits and dis- 
inclined to cook, a state historically 
induced by much milder stressors 
than that, to be honest. It only took 
for my perennial co-diner to shrug, 
“Burger and a beer?” for me to see 
the most direct path to an improve- 
ment in my mood. 

And, lo and behold, there it was, a 
chintzy one-sheet take-out menu for 
Tumbleweeds, which I'd driven past 
dozens of times without registering 
that food and alcohol were available 
inside. 

The red and black text advised me 
about their Latin DJ night (Saturday) 
and their Monday to Thursday cheap 
tacos and wing deals. 

Closer inspection revealed an array 
of pasta, pizza, sandwiches, entrees 
and, yes, burgers. Their status as a 


club pretty much verified the avail- , 


ability of adult beverages. Thus was 
it settled. 

The vinegar-cayenne sting of hot 
sauce dispelled the arctic air from 
my nostrils as we crossed the thresh- 
old and surveyed the scene. 

Unless there's an unpublicized 
passion for the NHL and Molson 
Canadian across Latin America, 
Tumbleweeds’ clean, generic interior 
more closely resembles a sports bar 
in €dmonton than a Tex-Mex can- 
tina. 

It is, however, entirely functional, 
with roomy circular booths distribut- 
ed about the space, which stretches 
out to antechambers I didn’t venture 
to explore. 

The TV-to-patron ratio favoured 
flatscreens at that point, but it was 
still early in the evening. 

Our server, whose small black 
meringue of skirt made me shiver 
in sympathy, was quite pleasant but 
confessed early on to a lack of expe- 
Tience, It's true she lacked familiarity 
with the contents of Tumbleweeds’ 
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beer cooler — and evinced not a glim- 
mer of recognition for the phrase 
“big rock” — but otherwise fulfilled 
her duties with aplomb, or the better 
part of aplomb 

Giving up early on guessing a 
preferred beer, we opted for pints 
of Rickard’s Red, surely one of the 
most boring beers of that particular 
shade in this, maybe even a couple of 
hemispheres

Famished, we requested a couple of 
the daily cheap beef tacos ($1.50), to 
be followed closely by one Tumble- 
weeds Deluxe Burger ($12) with fries 
and one Fiesta Burger ($10) with a 
green salad and house vinaigrette 
Then we sat and looked at all the 
other food coming out of the kitchen 
= mountainous multi-coloured na- 
chos, huge plates of glistening wings 
and bunwiches of varied composi- 
tion that could fairly be described as 
honkin’.

fodder chugged inanely in the back-

staff were genuinely interested in our 
well-being rather than just mouthing 
the phrases appropriate to their role 
It wasn’t an overt thing, but I walked 
out with that impression 

The soft tacos, rolled up around 
crumbly seasoned beef in little wax 
paper sleeves, were tasty enough, 
especially with the lime and cilantro- 
infused fresh salsa. I think, if it came 
down to it, I could eat eight or nine of 
them at a sitting. 


Legend has it they're available with 


your choice of beef, pork or chicken 


but again there was some ambiguity | 


around available selection. 
Anyhow, the burgers were also 
pretty good, if not distinctively so 
As usual, the co-diner liked mine 
better, but who wouldn’t?

THE U OF A'S TREASURED ARCHIVE 
DEVELOPS A CONVERSATION ON THE FOLK 
GENRE AND THE POWER OF MUSIC

“Because of what they did, I have the confidence 
to go ahead and talk about something that isn't 
popular,” Edmonton-based fiddler and singer Lizzy 
Hoyt says, as she thinks about folk music’s expan- 
sive past. 

And to attempt to calculate exactly how expan- 
sive this past actually iS proves to be alarmingly 
difficult. In some regards, whether folk’s past 
stretches back to. Greenwich Village during the 
incendiary 1960s, a little further back to the dust 
bowl era Woody Guthrie so powerfully voiced, or 
much, much further into history as many folk 
purists would proclaim as folk’s true origin is not 
important here. Rather, it is the integrity the musi- 
cians and supporters of folk have, the intensity of 
the movements and the music of the genre itself, 
which verbalizes folk’s truest meaning and back- 
ground. 

In this context, Lizzy Hoyt has a special place. 
Self-admittedly a rookie to this game, Hoyt retains 
a humble quality and a giant respect of folk as’a 
movement and a philosophy — two qualities Hoyt 
feels both inspired by and honoured to be involved 
in. Coming across as a fan of folk first, a player 
second, allows her to be that special voice that a 
narrative like this one here requires. And _ yet, 
while Hoyt is a relative newcomer, her talents and 
motivation have landed her alongside some of her 
idols at the FolkwaysAlive! Winter Roots and Blues 
Roundup IL. 

The Roundup, which celebrates historic, im- 
portant and local music visiting and coming from 
Edmonton — along with film screenings, seminars 
and thematic workshops — the festival is perhaps 
most importantly noted as a celebration of a gem 
located at the University of Alberta. 

The FolkwaysAlive! archive is a testament to a 
record label, acquired by the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion in 1987, which documents mainly folk, world, 
and children’s music. Yet, to limit the reaches of 
the label by these titles is unfair. The Folkways 
reach is massive, yet it’s mission remains straight- 
forward: deliver the people's music. 

“Folkways»is very important, for a number of 
reasons,” Hoyt says. “The whole outlook of realiz- 
ing the importance of undergrourid music — music 
that’s not proved and really isn’t in the public eye, 
of course | appreciate that.

Respected musician, multi-instrumentalist and 
vintage instrument collector, Grandpa Banana, 
joins Hoyt in admiration for Folkways, and traces 
his own successes and passion for. music to much 
of the label’s back catalogue. “What woke me up 
to my kind of music was Woody Guthrie and the 
Weavers, and to a certain extent, the rural blues 
singers,” Banana says. “When | became aware of 
the social aspects of music, that was all Folkways 
records — all Folkways records.

When the Folkways archive in Edmonton is men- 
tioned, Banana’s passion shines through. And like 
Banana, Freebo, another Roundup performer and 
speaker, proudly wears his passion of folk, Folk- 
ways, and his love of music on his sleeve. His per- 
spective on the definition, or lack of clarity of what 
‘folk’ is not important to Freebo, recalling that it's 
all about the music.

Folk is a German 
word for ‘music of the people,’ and at what point 
does new stuff not work its way into that? People 
often think of folk and start singing ‘Kumbaya’ and 
by definition it cannot be very funky, and by defini- 
tion it can’t rock, but then along comes Bob Dylan 
and says, ‘Hey! Dig this’.” 

More towards the puritan, traditionally-based 
side of folk, we have to acknowledge Rosalie Sor- 
rels. Sorrels, now 77, first gained an interest in folk 
music and folk historicity by observing its deep lin- 
eage — a ancestry that travels much further than 
the 20th century. While immediately drawn to folk 
music's traditional ties and powerful story, never 
did Sorrels quite believe that the idea of recording 
music and making a sustainable living by doing so, 
was a possibility. 

“1 had an album on Folkways, Folk Songs of 
Utah and Idaho, which was my first album for the 
label. 1 lived in Utah and started a collection of 
songs then. For that album they were a collection 
of traditional songs that I sang and recorded,” says 
Sorrels. “It was several versions of the same song 
— a traditional song called ‘Streets of Loredo.’ Tra- 
ditionally it always has the same plot, but refers to 
different characters.”

As Sorrels continues the story of * 
Loredo,” 
ample of the orally transmitted roots of traditional 
folk, the story of folk begins to make a full circle. 
Start with Lizzy Hoyt, whose bright perspective 
and respect of contemporary and traditional folk 
gives a much deserved nod to historic plotlines like 
Folkways, the rich history of the genre, and the 
plethora of artists and fans who make the genre so 
powerful, and end with a more rooted folk histo- 
rian like Rosalie Sorrels. 

Folk’s oral history and contemporary present is 
being transmitted right now, and unfolds neatly as 
the eras of folk pass and those era’s distinct voices 
are heard. 

“T's really interesting to see what people think 
folk music is now, which is not what I think is folk 
music at all,” Sorrels says. “They are much more 
traditionally-based than some think — 1,100 years 
sometimes. There are people like Bob Dylan who 
were first interested in traditional folk music and 
Woody Guthrie, and then he became interested in 
our contemporary history. Some people trace the 
roots of folk back to the 1960s, some go back to

GOING FROM ELECTRICAL 

TO GRANDPA, BANANA’S 
CAREER HAS BUILT UP A 
SOLID FAN BASE AND A SOLID

Lowell Levinger has been known to 
friends and fans as “Banana” for a 
long, long time. He was even “the 
Electrical Banana” during a 1960s 
TV broadcast of psychedelic folk- 
rock band The Youngbloods song 
“Grizzly Bear,” when the guitar- 
ist and piano player mischievously 
answered questions about his thick 
puffball of hair with a grin, asking 
the host if he wanted to pull it. 

But that was more than-40 years 
ago. These days, Banana styles him- 
self as Grandpa Banana, a spectacu- 
lar family-friendly acoustic musician 
performing Americana-style songs 
from his repertoire of thousands, in- 
cluding everything from traditional 
bluegrass and blues to old Young- 
bloods tunes to compositions from 
his latest album Just Trying To Break 
Even, 

At the same time, he's found his 
daytime calling as owner of Players 
Vintage Instruments, an online pur- 
veyor of fine American-made fretted 
instruments ranging mainly from

Now for the million-dollar ques- 
tion: What does a fretted instrument 
dealer and aficionado of the first de- 
gree, whose personal collection of 
vintage guitars, banjos, and mando- 
lins numbers three digits, like to play 
best? 

Banana narrows it down instantly 
For bluegrass, he says the top guitars 
are Martin D-28s or D-18s made be- 
tween 1935 and 1944 

‘Unfortunately, they cost a for- 
tune, but if you can have one of 
those and bring that to the gig where 
you're playing bluegrass guitar, man 
it sounds so good,” he says. 

For finger-picking blues, Banana 
singles out Martin 000-28s made

As I talk with Tim Baker about Hey 
Rosetta!’s new album Seeds, I mess 
up a lyric on “Yer Spring”. Really, I 
misheard a lyric and repeat said lyric 
back to him, which beyond being 
pretty embarrassing by way of a rock 
Teporting faux pas, it also completely 
unravels my thought. So now my 
{uestion doesn’t make sense and I’ve 
brutalized Barker's artistic intention 


and yet, he’s apologizing to me. 

“That's cool,” Baker says with 
a laugh. “Actually, recently some- 
one sent me a link to a website of 
somebody who wrote out the lyrics, 
or what they thought were the lyr- 
ics. And that line was totally wrong 
as well, but it was something else. | 
didn’t realize 1 was mumbling quite 
so bad.” 

Asa band, Hey Rosetta! do seem to 
have a particular affection for a good 
crescendo and the corresponding 
decrescendo, which results in some 
softly sung moments. But it’s this 
diversity, this tendency towards the 
dynamic and the ever interchanging 
that gives Hey Rosetta! the emotion 
that makes their songs not just inter- 
esting, but epic. Using strings, horns, 


handclaps — the entire indie-rock ar- 
senal — their tunes can swell, burst, 
wimper, then float all within the 
course of one song. Nevertheless, 
when interviewing Baker, he’s just 
as likely to point out what the song 
didn’t do or what it didn’t become, as 
to speak to what it is.

“We spend a lot of time in bars, 
even on nights off we'll end up in 
bars and I can’t help but look around 
and be like, ‘why are we all here? 
What are we looking for?’” he con- 
tinues. “I just feel like everyone's 
looking to be blown away and to be 
renewed and that we were just born 
in a time where religion doesn’t real- 
ly hold us like it did in previous gen- 
erations. So there's a lot of drinking, 
drugs, like we're looking for things 
and we end up here are these bars or 
here doing these drugs, and just like 
religion, it's not real, it doesn’t take 
you over wholly, completely.

Unlike the four-day wait fans had for a new album, The King of Limbs takes patience to grasp. 
And while there's a nervy character here which surprises the listener around every curve, it's 
not quite as radically career-shifting as Kid A or Amnesiac. After an intense eight-second pia- 
no spasm, “Bloom” develops into jazzed out drum bleeps, dubstep rhythm and jittery, looped 
experimentation that continues throughout TKOL. But it's the element of surprise Radiohead 
provide that intrigues the most album after album: after those opening seconds the album 
could go a more melodic direction like Hail to the Thief, or mash elements of their previous ef- 
forts (most notably Thom Yorke's The Eraser) and deliver a hyper, Flying Lotus-styled background to eerie and often indiscernible vocals. 
From the rapid guitar on “Morning Mr. Magpie,” to the chilling simplicity of “Codex,” Radiohead have created a collection of songs lacking 
honest cohesion or firm chorus structure, yet still being superbly textured and growing with each listen. Call it Kid B.

will just slowly poison you and kill 
your body. And that's that. It’s kind 
of a downer song, I guess, but the 
end is still asking to be awoken.” 

Sonically speaking, “Yer Spring” 
isn’t a downer — it's elevating. In fact, 
Seeds as a whole is an uplifting and 
Spirited album, perhaps even more 
so than the band’s intricate 2009 
Polaris Prize shortlisted album Into 
Your Lungs (and around your heart 
and on through your blood). 

There’s a shift in the energy half- 
way, however, where the almost-in- 
Strumental, “Downstairs,” provides 
4 moment's pause. Meant as an ‘in- 
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termission,’ the track almost didn’t 
make it onto Seeds due to the band’s 
general dissatisfaction with the way 
it turned out in the short time they 
had to record it. 

“We kept getting told by every- 
one who wasn't involved in it that it 
was really good,” he explains. “We 
were like ‘Ya, but it’s not what it's 
supposed to be, it’s not as good as 
it’s supposed to be.’ But there's that 
whole thing that you're always grap- 
pling with — so much of it exists in 
my imagination and the reality is not 
measuring up to it. Nobody else has 
it in their imagination so the reality 
is just kind of neat as opposed to a 


complete fucking failure. So, you 
gotta bear that in mind a little bit be- 
cause you're making a CD for other 
people.” 

If there’s one thing that comes 
across a phone line when you're 
talking with Baker, it's that he seems 
pretty demanding of himself. The 
irony of course is that, if I haven't 
completely misinterpreted every 
other lyric on the album, he’s equally 
sympathetic to our human foibles, 
forgiving of our faults and often 
hopeful despite them. And if I com- 
pletely fucked up the meaning behind 
his songs again, I’m sorry. At least I 
know he's forgiving in person.

Yann Tiersen had agreed to play for 
children of the besieged city after a 
French embassy bureaucrat arranged 
a gig for the lauded composer and 
songwriter. After he drove through 
the blockade’s checkpoint he wasn't 


struck by any typical nightly news Like a_musical hour glass, he let 


montage of smouldering rubble or 
smoking gun barrels — his first im- 
pression was much more silently 
subtle, aside from the bumps in the 
unpaved road that prompted him to 
name his next album Dust Lane. 

“When you're there you realize it’s 
just a town, even if it's like a prison, 
it's just like a normal town with shops 
and such,” said Tiersen of the excur- 
sion that inspired the title of his lat- 
est record along with the key track 
“Palestine,” which will no doubt be a 
highlight during his performance at 
the Starlite. 

“It's an album with a lot of differ- 
ent textures,” he adds. “[There’s] a 
lot of different noises I chose, and | 
think a good image for that is dust 
particles.” 
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those grains of inspiration from Gaza 
settle slowly into the rhythm of a 
new song. But he had no intention of 
preaching to his listeners with those 
notes. The tensely foreboding track, 
with a vibrato riff that trembles as if 
it were left in the howling wind, con- 
tains no loaded sloganeering or self- 
righteous mantras. In fact, its only 
lyrics are the simple spelling of the 
region that inspired the tune’s title, 
one letter slowly doled out at time 
again and again- P-A-L-€-S-T-I-N-E. 

“Of course it's like a conflict that 
tules the world, so I didn’t want to 
be a part of political [controversy] 
or something,” says Tiersen of Dust 
Lane's standout track. “So there 
is Palestine, the title of the track. I 
think the more neutral way was just 
to use the name of the territory.” 

On the album he juxtaposed that 
song with “Chapter 19”, which was 
inspired by the pages of Norman 
| Miller's novel Sexus that detailed life 
in one of New York’s Jewish ghettoes. 
And although he eagerly delved into 
such bold source material, Tiersen 
used it only to try and create some- 


thing far more nuanced. 


“I don't believe in the romantic 
idea of artistic creation, I think you 
use your gaze and your feelings and 
| your instincts to let things go and to 
let the music appear,” he says of his 


free flowing artist process. “It's more 


a question of thinking about nothing, 
and suddenly you can express your 
| subconscious feelings.” 

Because music is such a highly in- 
tuitive process for Tiersen, it’s ironic

for the composer, and left many ca- 
sual fans with the impression that 
he was a master of the movie scores. 
But in fact the Tiersen was simply 
credited for the melodic snippets 
that director Jean-Pierre Jeunet lifted 
from the songwriter's old albums — 
mostly whimsically throbbing accor- 
dion waltzes taken out of context. 
“For me to really use accordi- 
ons is kind of humorous stuff ... so 
it's a bit strange seeing this kind of 
French cliché of accordion waltzes 
[on screen],” he says of the way his 
melodies were laced into Amélie’s 
scenes. “I don't like [making sound- 
tracks] at all, because for me music 
is not a language, it’s just sounds put 
together that mean nothing. It's re- 


ally difficult for me and pointless to 
try and write music in front of im- 
ages or even according to stories. It's 
strange.” 

And even though Tiersen has ac- 
cepted offers to score other movies 
and documentaries, his own albums 
will always be his primary passion. 
The tedious process of stitching 
notes to scenes can’t compare to the 
melodic osmosis he creates in the 
studio — the kind of inspiration that 
can't be concocted, but simply soaked 
up and exhaled. 

“Dust Lane is the album I wanted to 
make since the beginning,” he says of 
his latest release. “I was dreaming of 
a kind of freedom where you can use 
a lot of different textures, because 
I'm really attached to the idea that 
music is just a question of sounds. 
For me the goal is just to reach a free- 
dom and distance that makes you use 
sounds in a changing way.”

“The majors complain that 
illegal downloading causes a major 
negative impact on their earnings.

When Jim Bryson decided to record 
his fourth studio album in a cabin in 
Falcon Lake, Manitoba, he had no 
idea what kind of risk he was putting 
his band and crew in. 
Falcon Lake has a strange history of 
close encounters of the third kind. 
“The title for the album in a literal 


| sense was taken from a UFO sight- 
| ing that was called the Falcon Lake 
| Incident by the RCMP in the 1960s,” 
| Bryson says. “I didn’t know about it 


until we got there.” 

The incident occurred on May 20, 
1967 when Stefan Michalak, an ama- 
teur geologist, was vacationing on 
Falcon Lake 

While he was examining veins of 
quartz in the area Michalak claims 
that two cigar shaped aircraft de 
scended from the heavens and at- 
tempted to communicate with him 
before taking off — leaving him se- 
verely burned 

After the incident, Michalak’s phy 
sician reported that he continued 
to suffer from health problems in- 
cluding hair loss, raised oval shaped 
sores, fainting spells, and a loss of 


| appetite until his death in 1999, 


So, what was recording The Falcon 
Lake Incident in alien country like? 

“I just remember it as an experience 
more than actually sitting down for a 
session,” Bryson says. “I’m finding 
out that I work best if I go away to re- 
cord. I’ve done it twice now and they 


have both been my most productive 


and enjoyable times recording.” 

Bryson and his band mates, Winni- 
peg’s The Weakerthans, moved into 
the cabin.in the dead of winter and 
set up a studio where they churned 
out The Falcon Lake Incident in a 
short six days. 

The result is 10 folk-fuelled tracks 
with Bryson’s soft crooning leading 
the way as it conjures images of good 
times with good people. 

From the lullaby-like “Raised All 
Wrong” to the poppier “Metal Girls” 
and the earworm worthy “Kissable 
Cousins” The Falcon Lake Incident 
is the kind of album you want to-put 
on while recovering from a severely 
emotional hangover where all you 
want to do is lay down and wrap 
yourself in a thick blanket of music 
that takes you a happy place 

The disc is 33 minutes of smooth 
listening, but there were a few hic- 
cups during the recording process. 

“There were interesting things that 
would happen up there at night like 
the power changed and all of a sud- 
den our guitar amps would start mak- 
ing strange noises,” Bryson says. 

What was the source of the power 
changes? Was it the electromag- 
netic field from alien technology? 
Or perhaps top-secret experimental 
military aircraft testing in the area

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caused it. No one knows exactly, but 
Bryson did mange to find a way to fix 
the abnormal audio. 

“Over the course of a little while we 
figured out that we needed to double- 
ground things,” Bryson says. “So we 
hooked up alligator clips to a piece of 
guitar and another to the skin on our 
hip. There was a bit of an ‘oh shit! 
pain for a second then you kind of 
got used to it.” 

Scheduling was also a bit of an is- 
sue, as in scheduling meal prepara- 
tion around recording sessions. 

“Lremember recording and people 
cooking at the:sametime-then-going 
back through guitar parts and there 
was so much chopping of vegetables 
going on that we had to delete parts,’ 
Bryson says. 

Luckily errant chopping was the 
worst thing to happen to Bryson and 
the boys at Falcon Lake, and though 
he claims he was never worried about 
being abducted, Bryson isn’t so quick 
to dismiss the possibility of extrater- 
restrial life. 

“I believe that Stefan Michalak ex- 
perienced something that was really 
real to him,” Bryson says. “He had 
burn marks on him, and I don’t think 
he ran out on the street and made 
something up. It was real to him and 
who am I to discount that?”

Lead Belly, Woody Guthrie, Lightnin’ 
Hopkins, Pete Seeger: these are just a 
few of the legendary artists recorded 
by Folkways records founder, Moses 
Asch, starting in the late 1940s and 
continuing until his death in 1986. 
Not to mention his releasing Harry 
Smith's Anthology Of American Folk 
Music, the collection that arguably 
started the entire folk revival in the 
late 1950s and early 1960s. Direct- 
ed by Stephanie Daniels (Talking 
Through Walls: How The Struggle To 
Build A Mosque United A Communi- 
fy, 2008) and Andrea Kalin (Soul Of 
A People: Writing America’s Story, 
2009) and narrated by folk icon Pete 
Seeger, this documentary looks at 
the history of Folkways through his- 
torical footage and interviews with a 
colourful cast, the likes of Richard 
Carlin (author and former produc- 
er, who wrote the book of the same 
name), Sam Charters (historian, 
writer, producer, musician), Michael 
Asch (anthropologist and ethnomu- 
Sicologist), Bernice Johnson Reagan 
(Folkways artist), Dave Marsh (mu- 
Sic critic), Mike and Tony Seeger, 
Alesh Sonneborn, Oscar Brand and 
Jean Ritchie and many others. 

Asch didn’t simply record music. 
He wanted to record an “encyclopae- 
dia of sound,” including cable cars, 
‘rains, frogs, thunderstorms, junk 
yards and many other sounds. He 
\vas revolutionary in the idea that he 
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didn’t want to just document these 
things, he wanted to keep them in 
print in perpetuity. As well, he was a 
pioneer of children’s music and what 
we now call world music 

Since his death, his dream has been 
kept alive by Smithsonian Folkways, 
who took over and continue his work 
since 1987. The film is a fascinating 
document, truly a wonderful and 
worthy tribute to a great man and his 
legacy. And let's not forget there's an 
Edmonton connection with this sto- 
ry: these films are part of the Folk- 
waysAlive! event. The University of 
Alberta has the complete digitized 
collection of Folkways at their Ca- 
nadian Centre For Ethnomusicology 
on campus. The screening will be 
accompanied by a live, onstage inter- 
view with singer/storyteller Rosalie 
Sorrels conducted by Roddy Camp- 
bell of Penguin Eggs magazine 





PHIL OCHS: THERE BUT FOR FORTUNE

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There was a time when the names 
of Phil Ochs and Bob Dylan were 
of equal status. Those were the days 
of protest marches and protest sing- 
ers: the early ’60s, when fashion and 
politics coincided briefly. But fash- 
ion moved on. Since then, Dylan 
has become an international icon 
with almost god-like status and Phil 
Ochs is largely forgotten, except by 
those who were around during the 


folk scene. Possibly, it has to do with ” 


politics versus art or entertainment. 
For Dylan, protest singing became 
limited. He wanted to write about a 
wider palette and try his hand at all 
forms of American music. Art is 
about saying new things in original 
ways. Politics is about sloganeering 


and convincing arguments. All Phil 
Ochs’ best songs (“I Ain’t March 
ing Anymore”, “Outside of a Small 
Circle of Friends”, “Love Me I’m A 


Liberal”, etc.) were political in na- 
ture. Sure, he tried his hand at other 
things: setting Edgar Allan Poe’s The 
Bells to music or the jazz, classical, 
pop fusion of Pleasures of the Har- 
bour, but they didn’t seem to sit as 
well with his audience and then his 
audience moved on, too. 

Filmmaker Ken Bowser, known 
for his several documentaries about 
Saturday Night Live, Easy Riders 


and Raging Bulls: How The Sex, fe 


Drugs and Rock ’N’ Roll Generation 
Saved Hollywood (2003), and Frank 
Capra's American Dream (1997), has 
documented Phil Ochs’ story in this 
engaging film with rare footage and 
interviews with family, friends and

GARGAMEL CONJURES THE 
GHOST OF A CANADIAN ICON

Re-writing history with post-mod- 
ern pastiche, the debut play from Ed- 
monton sketch troupe Mostly Water 
shares its title with the sworn enemy 


| of the Smurfs, while casting the 


ghost of Louis Riel in a lead role. 

Described as both tragic comedy 
and ‘low-brow contemporary,’ Gar- 
gamel revolves around head-injury 
stricken protagonist David Real 
(writer-actor and frequent SEE con- 
tributor Trent Wilkie) struggling 
with the death of his girlfriend after 
a tragic auto wreck. On top of his 
grief, faith and anger management 
issues, the anti-hero’s grapples in- 
clude the pestering specter of a his- 
toric icon. 

“What it sounds like is one thing, 
and what actually happens on stage 
is another,” Wilkie explains. “In es- 
sence, it's a show about loss, and how 
people deal with it. Some turn to the 
bottle, some to anger, and some to 
religion. David's responses run the 
gauntlet, and he starts blaming God 
because that’s who he believes caused 


‘the whole thing. If you go back in 


history, Louis Riel talked to God as 
well. So Dave — in all of his mental 
dealings — latches onto Riel as a kind 
of spirit guide to bring him through 
this crazy crap.” 

While he’s certainly meant to add a 
little levity, the spirit of Riel (played 
by Mostly Water alum Matt Stanton) 
is also meant to represent an icon of 
Canadian history who's a little bit 
stranger than many would care to 
remember. 

“As Canadians, we don't really 
have a lot of people that everyone 
can reference, and he was a pretty 
interesting guy,” Wilkie says. “For 
example, the reason Louis Riel said 
his middle name was David was be- 
cause God told him it was. That's in 
the history books! If Canadians em- 
brace the guy, they have to include 
everything that was awesome about 
him, but also everything that was out 
of left field.” 

In researching the Manitoba- 
founding Métis leader, Wilkie turned 
to the 2003 graphic novel Louis Riel: 
A Come-Strip Biography by Montre- 
al’s Chester Brown, finding a similar- 
ly sympathetic yet ambivalent voice. 

“Because it was under the para- 
digm of a graphic novel, Chester 
Brown was able to explore what oth- 
er people don’t like to touch upon,” 
Wilkie says. “It was very freeing in 
a way, because it proved that Cana- 
dian artists don’t just see Louis Riel

as some crazy guy. The mind is only 
relevant to the person who owns it, 
which in turn is only relevant to the 
person interpreting it.” 

Jason. Ludwig provides multi-media 
elements such as flashback sequenc- 
es and even a mock commercial, yet 
overall Gargamel follows a less-is- 
more philosophy. 

“Our stage set-up is minimal, but 
Wilkie explains. “We're 
not out to show you what a nice spi- 
ral staircase we have. If you can do 
that and you need it, it’s awesome, 
but our angle is entertainment while 
telling a good story. We're going the 
extra mile for certain things, but not 
making it fluffy for fluffy’s sake.” 

While emphasizing the distinction 
between Gargamel and Mostly Wa- 
ter's typical anything-goes approach 
(“There's even an intermission, that's 
how grown-up we are,” he quips), 
Wilkie still wants to assure show- 
goers that they’ll be entertained. 

“There's already a million plays 
about God, so I tried to skirt the line 
between not being pretentious or 
preachy, while also being really fun,” 
he says. ‘This play is meant to en- 
lighten, offering people a perspective 
they may not have seen before, but 
at the same time it’s comedy. We're 
really good at being funny. If people 
just want to come out and laugh and 
skip the main parts, that's totally cool 
with us.”

Most of our mail comes from people 
who are unhappy with their sex lives 
and/or dissatisfied with their rela- 
tionships. It's always nice to hear 
from folks who are having fun. 
What's not so nice is that we some- 
times have to tell happy-and-satisfied 
folks that something may be serious- 
ly wrong. 

“I would strongly encourage her 
to ask her gynecologist about her 
enlarged clitoris,” says Herbenick. 
“She should be very clear about the 
fact that it has increased in size. She 
should let her know when she first 
noticed this and roughly how much 
she thinks it’s increased in size.” 

If your gynecologist isn’t comfort- 
able talking with you about your clit 
— if she just stands there gaping at 
it — get a new gynecologist. Because 
your megaclit could be a symptom of 
something very, very serious. 

“You need your doctor to examine 
your clit and rule out various medi- 
cal conditions that could cause hor- 
monal problems,” says Herbenick. 
“Sometimes these are benign health 
conditions; unfortunately, 
times they include vulvar cancers, 
ovarian cancers, and adrenal cancers 
that, for example, may present with 
symptoms including an enlarged cli- 
toris.” 3 

Some women believe their clitorises 
“grew” after menopause, but that's 
not usually the case. When estrogen 
levels drop during menopause, other

parts of the vulva — such as the labia 
— can become flatter or less promi- 
nent, which can in turn make the cli- 
toris appear bigger. “However, she’s 
been in menopause for a long time,” 
says Herbenick, “and it sounds like 
the clitoral change happened well 
into menopause.” And amazing sex 
does not supersize clits: “High lev- 
els of arousal usually result in only 
a temporary swelling of the clitoris,” 
says Herbenick. 

So make another appointment to see 
your doctor, SNAZ, “and keep asking 
questions until she’s sure that medi- 
cal conditions, such as cancers, have 
been ruled out,” urges Herbenick. 
And, again, if your gynecologist

“Many women who have had mul- 
tiple or traumatic births — and it 
sounds like she had a good deal of 
tearing — have some degree of pro- 
lapse,” says Herbenick. (A uterine 
prolapse, says the Wiki, “occurs 
when the female pelvic organs fall 
from their normal position, into or 
through the vagina.”) 
“If she did have prolapse,” says Her- 
benick, “she may be a candidate for 
anterior or posterior vaginal wall re- 
pair, which is quite similar to vaginal 
‘rejuvenation’ surgeries, and then in- 
surance may cover the surgery.
